DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 47, 50, 52, 56, 62, 64 and 71-72 are amended in the amendment filed on 
06/08/2009. Claims 47-72 are pending in this application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/21/2009. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 47-72 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 47 and 62, examiner agrees with the applicant argument such as 
"Neither Rau or Phillip, however, alone or incombination, disclose or contemplate at 
least, "a method comprising: receiving, at frequency identification (RFID) reader, a 
recurring...." 

Claims 48-61 and 63-70 are allowed under the same reason as to claim 1 and 62. 

Claims 71-72 are allowed under the same reason as to claims 1 and 62. 

The method as recited in claim(s) 47 and 62 will be interprets and give a specific 
meaning to the recited method which the methods perform by a computer including a 
processor and memory having instructions execute by the processor to perform and 
negating any embodiment which expressly disclose the methods is an mental or 
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abstract idea or method will be perform without a computer and any other methods do 
not fall within the definition of 35 U.S.C 101 .
